Yew) Similar to Pyramidalis, but heavier branched. The 
needles are large and more glossy. 
TAXUS MEDIA STRICTA (Narrowbush Yew) The 
needles are short and thin, giving a compact effect which 
the almost vertical branches and dwarf, narrow shape 
augments. 
TAXUS MEDIA STRICTA VERIDIS (Grassgreen Yew) 
Similar in every way to Stricta, except the needles, which 
are larger and a gay, bright green, both Winter and 
Summer.
